ROMANCE.

An Outcast Daughter Found in the
Tennessee Mountains,

A Boston, Mnas,, specinl 1o the Chi-
cngo Times says: One of the Sunday
papers prints a very romantic story of
the discovery in the Tennessce moun-
tains of the outenst dnughter and hoir-
ess of o Nuntueket physician, Tt ap-

venrs that Dr. Augustus Frankling, who

il lived on the island gince 1862, and
was, perhaps, the leading physician in
ull Nuntucket, left the place and was
gone nbout sixteen months, When he
roturned he inserted a card in the local
paper announcing that he would resume
his practice on a certain date, At the
end of this notice was the aunounce-
ment that mystified the good poople of
Nuntucket.  Tle changed his name.
The physician whom the whole island
had for yenrs known as Dr, Franklin,
stated that hereafter he wished to be
known as Franklin Augustus Ellis.
Great was the wonderment, many were
the surmises, and not a few were the
stories told. But noone knew the truth.
The physician’s lips were sealed, and
when years afterward death eame. the
doctor and the secret were buried to-
gether. His popularity in Naotucket,
both before und after his change of
nume, was great, his success as a prac-
titioner was extraordinary, and his par-
ticipation in all the public interests of
the town was marked. The opium
habit, however, eropt upon him, and by
1883 he was o slave to the drug. In
Mareh of that year he left the t‘ﬁlund
wlone and eame to Boston. In May,
1884, he died at Monson, leaving a will
bequenthing his fortune, some ﬁl& 000
to his three sisters, “ Ll

Now comes the strange portion of the
story. George . Newton, of Munson,
the attorney who had settled the estate
in behall of the heirs, mude a trip to
California the iollowing vear. AtSurta
Aunu he béenme acquuinted with Fph-
riim M. Clevelund, a former resident of
Muassachusetts, who, it turned out. was
an aequaintaneo of the late Dr. Bllis,
My, Newton was much snrprised to learn
from Mr. Clevelund that }}r. Ilis had
been married in 1560, My, Cloveland
said that in company with the doctor he
wis in Hu_\‘lum‘illu. Ala., in 1859, where
Lthe 5]111'1.”1' taveht sehool and practioed
dentistey, while the former tuught
penmuanship. To the full of 1860 Ellis
Mr.  Clovelnond  said, married Llu}"
widow Marthi Paty, of Sayvlesville,
About n week later he robbeldl her of
#6,000 and disappeared.  Upon learning
these faets M, Newton began o systom-
utic rhl.':ll'lrh for the widow and child, if
any, for he had been informed by Mr,
Cleveland that a child had been born to
Maortha and Dr. Ellis o fow months sue-
ceeding the latter’s departure to re-
gions unknown. Mp, Cleveland. having
known the [ather of the child so well.
havame at once greatly interosted in
the case. The widow and child were
teaced to Moro, 111, and it was loarned
that they had gone thence to some place
in Tennessee,

I5. Hill, of Collinsvilla, Ala., was also
interestad in the ease, and (o him came
the information in .J’ammry last that a
girl numod Sarah Anna Ellis was living
inone of the so-called “‘moonshining
districts of Tennessec. Mr. Hall pro-
coeded to the loeality nt once, and after
riding on horseback for a long time, for
the ronds were impassible for vehicles,
be at last came to an old log-house,
where he found the girl in question,
She was seantily elad and swrrounded
by menger household furnishings. Hor
appearance indicatod that she had been
subject o all the drudgery that one
could imlum}‘ and investigation proved
that she had practieally been the slave
of an old und eccentrio *“*moonshiner,”
although lier charactor is above sus-
picion. She i of medivm height and
fair complexion, while her mountain
life hos given her a particularly robust
appenrance,  Hor hair is of & shade of
brown, and hoer grayish eyes resemble
those of her lute futher, although other-
wise her features nrve similar to those
of hor decapsed mother. She told Mr.
ffall thut her mother had been dead
ahout eleven yoars, but that her maiden
nume wis Murtha Paty. She remem-
boered distioetly heaving  her mother
relute mauy things concerning her
futhier, whom she never saw, but whose
nmwne her mother told her was Franklin
Augusius Ellls apd that he bhad been
n dontint sud tencher before their mar-
viage. Her mother hud slso told her
that shortly before her birth her father
doserted hor,

The givl is now in Collinsville at the
house of hop mother's cousin, Mys, Kiiza
A. Adwmns, who, although she had not
seen the child for many yedars, at once
racognized ber from the fact that her
festures o much resemblod those of her
mother, A perfect chinin of evidence
hus besn perfected in support of her
claim. Whethep the matter will be ad-
justed in the courts qp by a compromise
with the three sisters, who now enjo
the possession of their dead brother’s
wenlth, remaings 1o be determined,
